The Ricuarp R. Govuven was 
Sculpture One of the most gifted artists 
of of our time, and though we 
Richard have to regret his too early 
Goulden. decease, the world is the 
richer by the large output of his sculpture, 
both here and abroad. His sweet and 
tender modelling, his happy disposal of 
figures and fine instinct for the placing 
and design of the bases, which should be 
such a valuable part of sculptured work, 
unite to give a distinction to all that he 
did. The failure of so many sculptors to 
find satisfactory bases to their work has 
often been commented on, but the setting 
adds distinction to all Goulden’s work. 
His fine instinct for the treatment of 
child life is shown in the memorial to Mar- 
garet MacDonald, in Lincoln’s Inn Fields. 
The long line of charming figures of 
children dominated by the gracious figure 
of Mrs. MacDonald, is assuredly one of the 
best memorials of its kind ever done. 
The varied range of the artist’s work -is 
very effectively displayed in and about 
his garden studios at No. 476, Fulham- 
road, and our readers would be well repaid 
by going to see it. The dignified sim- 
plicity shown in the beautiful landscape 
setting of the fountain, given on page 613, 
is characteristic of Goulden at his best. 
The memorial to T. P. O’Connor, of which 
we give an illustration, is crowned by a 
replica of the ancient processional Cross of 
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Cong, made for King O’Connor, of 
Ireland, a.p. 1125. Here we see the 
care and ability of the artist in his beauti- 
ful lettering and happy disposition of the 
base. An exceptionally gifted man of 
attractive personality, with great archi- 
tectural and engineering ability and in- 
sight, Goulden lived a very full life with 
a fine altruistic vision. The long list of 
his works would of itself be a very in- 
adequate tribute to one who left behind 
him a real benediction of charm. 


Ricuarp GouLpEN was born 

Goulden’s in Dover in 1877, and was 
Life educated at Dover College. 
and Work. From Dover School of Art he 
won a Royal Exhibition 

Scholarship to the Royal College of Art, 
London. There he studied architecture 
and afterwards sculpture, taking prizes in 
both schools, and was awarded the 
travelling scholarship for sculpture. When 
he returned he designed and executed two 
panels for the Carnegie Trustees in 
Dunfermline, and his association with 
them led them to ask him to become their 
art adviser. He lived in Dunfermline for 
two years and executed several com- 
missions, notably the Fountain of Ambi- 
tion and the children’s fountain for the 
Glen ; later he also designed the Carnegie 
Hero Fund Medal and the colossal statue of 
Andrew Carnegie in the Glen. About this 
time he produced the Margaret MacDonald 
Memorial in Lincoln’s Inn Fields. He

he was complimented by the King 
During the years which followed the war. 
he designed and executed many war 
memorials and private. memorials, and 
made many busts and panels. His letter. 
ing on the war memorials and panels was 
always exceedingly beautiful and simple, 
He instituted the Craft House, a voluntary 
workshop, and thus paved the way in 
providing a “use for leisure,” so neces- 
sary at the present time. The following 
words are placed on his memorial. 
erected at Newhaven: “In his life he 
achieved greatness and his ideals are still 
before us.”

Towndrow made a sweeping 
attack on the architecture of 
the Capital. The City, the Strand, 
Oxford Street, Bond Street—all were 
riddled with criticism. Regent Street— 
the bugbear of most of the critics—was 
considered “the only dignified and 
orderly shopping street we have.” It is 
perfectly true, of course, that from the 
point of view of orderly design London 
compares unfavourably with most other 
capital cities of the world. It has never 
been designed; has simply grown and 
recreated itself by fits and starts. The 
tragedy of London is that by the time 
the great rebuilding and expanding epoch 
of the nineteenth century was upon us 
our tradition of orderly development—so 
manifest during the seventeenth, eigh- 
teenth and early nineteenth centuries— 
had been almost completely lost. Order 
lapsed into chaos. For all that, among 
the long lines of drab and dissimilar 
buildings which are the characteristic 
feature of the Metropolis there are many 
“gems of purest ray serene.” Bond 
Street has several, and many of its shop 
fronts (especially those by the late 
William Flockhart) are delightful. With 
the lecturer's condemnation of Charing 
Cross-road as the “foulest street im 
Christendom ” few will be prepared to 
disagree. Its buildings are unspeakably 
offensive. It is profoundly disconcerting 
that there can be talk of the demolition 
of Carlton House-terrace and no objec- 
tion to the continued existence of 
Charing Cross-road.

Irish It is expected that next 
Building year will be a peak year in 
Activity. Trish building. The Free 
State Government is pro- 
jecting a town-planning scheme which will 
completely eclipse all previous efforts 
in this direction. It provides for the 
building of 60,000 houses in the next ten 
years, 45,000 of these in urban areas, and 
a Bill to this effect is now in the hands 
of the Parliamentary draughtsmen. Slum 
demolition is to be speeded up in city and 
town, and in the layout of the new houses 
special attention is to be given to the 
provision of ample light and air. A more 
immediate scheme of the Free State 
Government is the establishment of a 
munitions factory, and tenders are now 
being considered by the Ministry for 
Defence from Free State contractors. 
This building will be the first of its 
kind in the country. An important con- 
tract in Northern Ireland is for the 
erection of a high-power transmission 
station for the B.B.C.”

without amendment except for two new 
clauses added by the Government. The 
first of these provided that the Bill should 
come into operation on September 29, 
1933. The second took the form of a 
proviso to be added to clause 1 to the 
effect that when under this Bill the Acts 
ceased to apply on September 29, in the 
case of statutory tenants one month’s 
notice to quit should be given, not to 
expire before September 29. The object 
of this was to avoid uncertainty in the 
respective positions of landlords and 
statutory tenants, as landlords might 
think it incumbent upon them to take 
ejectment proceedings at once and the 
tenants might be left in doubt as to their 
position. The giving of notice would 
give the parties time to negotiate, and 
the landlord might either simply give 
notice to quit or accompany the notice 
to quit with an offér of tenancy on new 
terms. In neither case would the notice 
to quit be invalidated by the landlord 
accepting rent after the notice had been 
given. As regards the date for the com- 
mencement of the Act, an assurance was 
given that when the clause was reached 
applying the Act to Scotland the dare to 
be inserted in that clause would be 
November 28, 1933, and not September 
29, as in the application to England.

The Late Sir John Simpson. 

In connection with the obituary notice 
of the late Sir John Simpson, which 
appeared in our last issue, Mr. R. E. Allen 
writes to point out that the Glasgow Art 
Gallery, the Victoria Institute, Worcester, 
and the Cartwright Memorial Hall, Brad- 
ford, mentioned therein, were the joint work 
of Sir John Simpson and his father, the late 
E. J. Milner Allen. 
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A Liverpool Hotel. 

The North-Western Hotel, Liverpool, which 
has served the city and the Liverpool ter- 
minus of the L.M.8. Railway and its pre- 
decessors for sixty-two years, has clea as 
a hotel. It will be adapted as staff accom- 
modation and as station extensions. The 
hotel’s magnificent site was formerly occupied 
by the colonnaded facade of Lime-street 
Station, which was built in the late eighteen- 
thirties at a cost of £7,000—‘‘ £2,000 of 
which was handsomely granted,’’ according 
to an old guide book, ‘‘ by the Corporation.” 
This was built from the designs of the archi- 
tect John Foster, and behind the facade was 
a suite of offices. It was 330 ft. long—just 
2 ft. longer than the hotel—and had thirty-six 
Corinthian columns. The hotel was built to 
the designs of the late Alfred Waterhouse, and 
was opened on March 1, 1871.

LONDONERS SHOP” 


Tue fifth lecture of the series of public lee. 
tures on “‘ How to Look at London,” organised 
by the R.LB.A., was given on April 5 at the 
Institute, by Mr. F. E. Towndrow, A.R.1.B.A 

To the English people shopping, said the 
speaker, was more than a mere commercial 
transaction ; it was a pleasure, even a national 
sport, and because of that London was the 
greatest shopping centre in the world for 
sheer variety and comprehensiveness. One 
could buy anything in London from a cholera 
germ to a white elephant. And since we were 
a nation of shopkeepers we were also a nation 
of inveterate shoppers. Vast businesses had 
therefore been built up, and huge iuildings 
erected, either te enhance the pleasures or to 
mitigate the horrors of shopping. 

The architecture of the City could be 
described as muddled, and the Strand “a 
dirty, tumble-down bazaar,”’ neither aristo- 
cratic nor slummy, but a marvellous mixture 
of both, containing oyster-bars, railways, 
‘* pubs,”’ churches, theatres, and Woolworths, 
It did contain, however, what was, in the 
lecturer's opinion, the finest modern shop in 
London, the Civil Service Stores, designed by 
Messrs. Ellis and Clarke. ‘ 

At this point the speaker suggested that, to 
form a considered and unprejudiced opinion, 
buildings must be looked at long and de- 
liberately, and appraised apart from all con- 
siderations of styles or decorations. A build- 
ing should be looked at first as a mass; then 
the way in which it had been divided up by 
horizontal or vertical lines into smaller masses 
should be noticed, and also the relative pro- 
portions of solid and void—in other words, the 
fenestration. If this arrangement pleased, it 
was probably a good design. He further 
pointed out that three questions should be 
asked of every building. Was it appropriate’ 
Was it orderly? Did its design show the 
workings of a gentle and sensitive mind, or 
was it vulgar? Those three principles of 
architectural criticism, Fitness, Orderliness, 
and Gentleness, the speaker then applied to 
that unfortunate thoroughfare, the Tottenham 
Court-road, one building only, that of Heals, 
emerging with credit from the test. (xford- 
street was whole-heartedly condemned. ‘ The 
Strand,” said the Jecturer, ‘‘ makes me laugh; 
Charing Cross-road, beyond doubt the foulest 
street in Christendom, fills me with misery; 
but Oxford-street just maddens me.” In 
short, Oxford-street. had no dignity. Bond- 
street, the most expensive and exclusive street 
in our capital, he described as ‘‘ a funny little 
street,’’ a narrow, tortuous affair of no archi- 
tectural significance whatsoever, usually 
jammed with traffic, but nevertheless possess- 
ing one or two excellent buildings, amongst 
them Atkinsons. Regent-street, with all its 
faults, he considered the only dignified and 
orderly shopping street. we had, in spite of 
the general level of mediocrity maintained 
throughout its length. 

The lecturer concluded by pointing out 
that if the anomaloxs and strangely assorted 
buildings which constituted our shopping 
architecture were irritating and unworthy of 
us, the remedy rested ultimately with the 
public, because it was the public who paid, 
and the man who paid the piper called the 
tune. He therefore urged his audience to 
develop the power of looking at buildings on 
the lines he had suggested, of analysing ti°™, 
and above all of talking freely about t'cm. 
We would never have a great architecture 
until we had an enthusiastic, critical, and 
talkative public.

Overcrowding and the Slum Problem. 

Sm,—Mr. J. P. Orr, in his article in The 
Builder for April 7, has put his finger on the 
spot. As a medical officer of health specially 
interested in the egg. question, I am sure 
that he is perfectly right when he says, in 
effect, that the most urgent feature of the 
sium problem to-day is overcrowding, whether 
in or outside “ the slums,’’ and that it is the 
needs of the poor, hitherto passed over in 
favour of those who are not really poor, 
which claim our chief attention. : 

May I supplement what Mr. Orr has said 
by saying that the housing gor to-day 
S essentially the problem of housing the 
poor. Private enterprise to-day can quite 
well cater for those who are not of the poor, 
and is doing so. There is no longer any 
problem there, but the poor need help (in 
some form or other) to-day, just as they have 
always done in the past. . 

The hardships of the poor in the matter of 
housing are greatly intensified by the shortage 
of houses which still exists; and the abnor- 
mally high rents which decontrolled houses 
can in consequence command. Incidentally, 
I believe that persistence of control is.itself 
to some extent responsible for the high rents 
of such houses as become decontrolled. The 
result of this housing shortage is seen in the 
gross overcrowding which is to be found on a 
large scale both inside and outside the slums, 
and which almost any medical officer of health 
will testify to pee 

I entirely agree with Mr. Orr that it is 
this overcrowdi which constitutes the 
most urgent vines I to-day, and until it is 
relieved we must concentrate on the building 
of more houses rather than on the wholesale 
pulling down of houses.

Slum Clearance and Housing. 

Sin,—Circular 1,331, addressed to local 
authorities by the Secretary to the Ministry of 
Health, presents an opportunity for complete 
reversal of the retrenchment policy in respect 
of slum clearance and housing. The circular 
does not come a day too soon. 

To be of any value, however, the recom- 
mendations must be acted upon immediately 
and decisively by local authorities themselves. 
Provided action is taken as quickly and com- 
prehensively as it was under the retrenchment 
instructions embodied in Circular 122 of 
September, 1931, local authorities can at once 
initiate measures leading to genuine economic 
recovery in this country. At the same tame 
they are placed in a position to solve what 
was rapidly becoming an overwhelming pro- 
blem—namely, that of meeting increasmg un- 
employment costs from local funds. 

The opportunity presented must, however, 

grasped at once. Comprehensive slum 
learance and housing schemes must be sub- 
mitted by local authorities without delay. 
Circular 1,331 must not go the way of the 
Housing (Rural Workers) Act of 1931. My 
Council stands ready to assist local authorities 
in making Circular 1,331 a real practical con- 
iribution to that social and economic recovery 
ior which we have all worked and waited so 
mg.

The Value of the Surveyor. 

Sir,—Mr. William Davidson, in his letter 
published in your last issue, states that 
‘ £100 in surveyor’s fees on, say, a £1,450 
b, is a considerable sum.” I certainly 
agree with this, but fail to see how such a 
fee arises. et per cent., the maximum fee. 
s £3 5s : the cost of typing the bills of 
vuantities for a job of this size would onl 
«mount to a few pounds. If the origin 
Crawings and qecdantion are complete, the

fees for ee any variations would also 
amount only to a few unds; this, of 
course, depends on the architect and client. 
In my experience 1 have often found that 
a builder, when asked to submit estimates 
for works when bills of quantities are not 
prepared, will ask a quantity surveyor to 
prepare these bills for him so that he can 
price them in the usual way and submit his 
tender. The cost of these bills is, of course, 
included in his tender. If a builder secures 
one job out of (say) six on this basis, it is 
obvious that the client in this one particular 
case has to bear the cost of preparing six 
bills of quantities, and, furthermore, he has 
not the advantage of a properly priced 
schedule on which to adjust any variations.. 


From all points of view it would seem 
apparent that the services of an independent 
quantity surveyor are desirable : he can pre- 
pare the bills of quantities and settle up the 
job with an open mind. From his own point 
of view, candidly, a small job is not actually 
sought after, the work involved being con- 
siderable in proportion to the fee obtainable ; 
it is the client who definitely receives the 
benefit.

Surveyors’ Temporary Assistants. 


Sir,—May I through the medium of your 
paper make a plea on behalf of that large 
and valuable body of men, the temporary 
assistants’ Though quantity surveyors, gener- 
ally speaking, have been affected as badly as 
anyone by the prevailing depression, some 
are more fortunate than others, even to the 
extent of still requiring a little temporary 
assistance. 


[ appeal to these fortunate ones to employ 
what might paradoxically be described as 
regular temporary assistants, even though the 
employment offered may only be for two or 
three hours a day, rather than give spare- 
time employment to men who have salaried 
employment during the day time in other 
offices. 

I believe it is only necessary to bring to 
the knowledge of the fortunate surveyors the 
different degrees to which the depression has 
affected the two classes of assistants to ensure 
that they will, in future, give the temporary 
assistant a chance to make up some part of 
the 100 per cent. loss which he has sustained 
rather than enable the other one to make up 
the small eut in salary which he may or may 
not have suffered. 

It should be made clear that this letter is 
not in any way antagonistic to the salaried 
assistants, amongst whom I have many 
friends. I believe they, if they see this letter, 
will agree with the principle of ‘‘ Live and 
let live.”’

Srr,—Mr. J. R. Taylor's belated contradic- 
tion of the repeated statement of the Ministry 
of Health, during the last five years or so, that 
the subsidy benefited the builder and was not 
passed on to the purchaser of the houses, docs 
not settle the point, as he seems to assume. 

If he thinks it is time that it was settled, 
he should deal with the matter convincingly, 
and with facts and reason, and not give 
merely an unsupported contradiction. The 
Ministry of Health have made this statement 
in the House of Commons, from information 
by their responsible advisers and experts, after 
full inquiry. They are supported by experts 
figures, facts, costs and details, computed and 
compiled after years of investigation. No 
association of builders, house builders, M.P.s 


representing the building trade, nor others, ° 


bave challenged the truth of the statement. 
One cannot, therefore, admit the mere sugges- 
tion that this statement is wide of the truth. 
Had it been so it would have been challenged 
across the floor of the House of Commons by 
the building representatives and other M.P.s 
long ago. The fact that the Ministry have 
brought forward this measure, and passed it, 
seems thoroughly to justify their assertion. 
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Having for some years had i 
to check and test figures i issued 
from the Ministry, one can assert that the 
are exceptionally correct and reasonable i 
their statements. One therefore feels in 
clined to accept them, in spite of Mr. J. R 
Taylor's unsupported statement to the con- 
trary, especially when one's business has taken 
one for the last 25 years into fairly close 
tovch with speculative builders, land jobbers 
and house and rty dealers in many parts 
of the country, and one has had some 40 years’ 
experience in building.

OLD THAMES-SIDE HAUNTS IN ESSEX 


Br ALWYN R. DENT, A.B.1.B.A. 


Tux Thames from London Bridge to the 
Nore has a totally different character and 
life from that of the river above bridges. 
We instinctively think of the river in two 
sections—the pleasure river of pleasant 
streams and sunny lawns, and the river of 
commerce and shipping—the “ Pool ’’ and the 
docks, Wapping and Greenwich with its 
naval at beyond this, the vague outline 
of a tch-like landscape, punctuated by 
Tilbury and Southend Pier to the Nore. 
Joseph Conrad, in the “ Mirror of the Sea,” 
has well described the first impressions of 
vagueness, solitude and monotony on enter- 
ing the great river, no hint or prelude to 
the climax Rity miles on ; no dramatic charac- 
ter, as in the wild and rugged entrance to 
the Firth of Forth, or the cliffs of the Bristol 
Channel. But a gradual change is in pro- 
gress: along the Essex side, with the growth 
of industry from Barking to Shell Haven, oil 
stores, cement works, docks, and factories 
spring up amongst the lone marshes, and 
with their tall chimneys silhouetted against 
the evening sky, and with the smoking 
“ dumps " of refuse, provide a strangely im- 
pressive picture. Amongst these are hidden 
away old riverside villages and inns not yet 
submerged in the industrial flood. No longer 
frequented as of old, they are a reminder of 
the past, and, if only for the sake of pro- 
viding some means of access to the foreshore, 
should be worthy of preservation; otherwise 
ere long, with the inevitable growth of in- 
dustry, the view of the river itself will be- 
come completely hidden from inshore 

Of Barking Abbey, founded in 670 by 5t. 
Erkenwald, Bishop of London, and one of 
the earliest and ) rac conventual houses 
near London, a fragment of a _ gate- 
way alone remains, and whatever river- 
side amenities Barking may have pos- 
sessed were completely swept away by 
the main drainage outfall works carried 
out in the middle of the last century. At 
Dagenham, it is curious to reflect, where now 
a huge factory has been erected by Mr. Ford, 
and an immense housing scheme by the 


L.€.C., was once a place of resort where 
the original Ministerial Fish Dinner was 
held, later famous as a State occasion when 
transferred to Greenwich. The origin of 
this festivity was the annual inspection of 
the sea-wall at Dagenham Breach, which was 
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adjoins the church. Down to the fer;, a 
lane winds to the “‘ Three Crowns” jnn 
whence there is a view of the river acros« ‘“ 
Erith and zound the bend of the river to 
Dagenham. 

From Rainham to Purfleet is War Office 
property, Government magazines having been 
built here at the end of the eighteenth cen. 
tury, with rifle ranges and barracks. Pur. 
fleet, a curious village, has been to some ex-

erected after the disastrous flood of 1707, 
when over a thousand acres were inundated— 
a not infrequent occurrence in the days before 
further embankments confined the Thames 
to its present banks. 

Rainham Creek, a little farther east, be- 
yond the monstrous dumps of burning rubbish 
which disfigure this locality, is not, so 
far, entirely industrialised. The village has 
an interesting church, dedicated to the unique 
combination of St. Helen and St. Giles, with 
the typical Essex square, squat tower of flint 
and rubble. Rainham Hall, a fine old 
Georgian house of brick with stone dressings, 
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tent stranded by the new by-pass road, but 
a considerable amount of industrial develop- 
ment has been in progress for some time east- 
wards to Grays. Many years since, Purfleet 
was a favourite locality for pleasure purties, 
who visited the chalk cliffs and woods near 
by, and foregathered at the inn by the shore. 
The inn still remains, a substantial white- 
fronted building of late Georgian design, with 
balconies and gardens. A small strip of fore- 
shore still exists, but, immediately adjoining, 
a number of iron storage tanks being built 
threaten to spoil this view point altogether. 
Here is a case where industrial growth should 
be regulated to allow for public amenity. This 
outlet to the river is worth preserving, in- 
cluding the chalk cliffs and woods behind, and 
the banks of the sluggish Mardyke, a mean- 
dering stream running north-eastwards from 
here. These cliffs contain very ancient 
caverns, known as ‘‘ Dane Holes,’’ supposed 
to have been used as refuges by the Saxons 
at the time of the Danish invasion; also 
known as ‘* Cunobelin’s Gold Mines,” which 
seems to indicate an earlier Celtic use 01 
origin. Upon these chalk cliffs was hoisted 
the Royal Standard of England at the time 
of the threatened invasion of the Spanish 
Armada. 

From Purfleet to Grays is the region of 
cement works and other factories, and where 
considerable developments may be anticipated 
when the proposed tunnel across to the Kent 
side from here has been constructed. West 
Thurrock is a straggling village between Pur- 
fleet and Grays, and the church of St. 
Clements stands detached towards the fore- 
shore. Here is am ancient right of way to 
the point where the ferry was taken in 
medieval days by people from the Eastern 
Counties making pilgrimage to the shrine of 
St. Thomas a Becket at Canterbury. A 
singularity about this church is that it orig)! 
ally possessed a circular nave, over which was 
later built the west tower. Both this spot, 
and also where the proposed tunnel would 
cross the Essex shore, are desirable outlets to 
the river which should be secured if at a’! 
possible before the continuous growth of in- 
dustry and the inflated values of foresh: 
jand prevent it. At Grays Thurrock a smal! 
foreshore strip already exists, due to loca! 
enterprise, and a beach of imported sand from 
Margate, with a bathing pool and recreation 
ground, attracts many Tosat users unable to 
go further afield. Grays’ beach might profit- 
ably extend a little way eastwards, if th 
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Port of London Authority could spare a smal] 
portion of their land, proposed for future dock 
extensions. 
At Tilbury is the famous fort, with its his- 
torical associations. The first fortifications 
by the Thames side at Tilburye "—** Tila- 
burg in Ripa Thamensis ’’—were erected by 
Henry VIII in 1539, and known as ‘‘ Hermi- 
tage Bulwark, furnished with Ordenaunce 
and Artillery,’’ and subsequently rebuilt, 
after the alarm of the Spanish Armada in 
1588, as a pentagonal or “ star fort,’’ with 
spreading bastions, glacis, double moats and 
counterscarp, by one Frederic Giambelli, an 
Italian who had conducted the defence of 
Antwerp against the Spaniards. This, again, 
was rebuilt in 1682 by Sir Bernhard de 
Gomme, the Engineer-General, after the 
Dutch had swept up the river, burning East 
Tilbury Church. Charles II had scamped 
the navy and the forts to enrich his fav- 
ourites, and now tried to make amends by 
building a ‘ royal fort indeede,”’ as Evelyn, 
who visited it in course of building, described 
it. A fine stone gateway, with attached Ionic 
columns, and decoration of the arms of war, 
marks the southern entrance facing the 
river. The royal Stuart arms are carved 
in the tympanum of the pediment, 
and the inscription in the panel reads, 
““CAROLUS REX AO, REG, xxxIv.’’ The inner 
archway is of brick, with panelled span- 
drils, and there is a small brick chapel 
on the north side with a tiled pyramidal roof. 
A system of sluices was arranged by which 
the level country around the fort could be 
laid under water at the will of the com- 
mander. As late as 1867, improvements were 
made by a Fortifications Committee, but 
nowadays the fort has no serious military 
value. The public is allowed within certain 
hours along the green strip in front of the 
fort. If the whole were acquired for public 
use, an interesting historical monument 
would be preserved, and a foreshore outlet 
secured, to which reservation should be 
added a strip of the West Tilbury marshes 
leading to West Tilbury village and its 
charch on the hill. It was on the green 
siopes of this hill that Queen Elizabeth re- 
viewed her army when the peril of the 
Spanish invasion threatened in 1588, and 
there addressed the people with those memo- 
rable words which have come down from 
history. From here eastwards the flat marsh- 
land spreads for miles towards Canvey 
Island and Southend. Towards Shell Haven 
ind Kynoch Town the oil tanks are visible as 
an agglomeration of circular objects by the 
Creek. At the bend of the river is 
the curiously isolated village of East 
lilbury. More exposed than West  Til- 
ry, fortifications of a rouch kind were 
erected here as early as the time of Henry 
i\, against the incursions of the French and 
others. In 1402, King Henry IV, “ consider- 
g the great losses, damages, and destruc- 
ns which have happened in times past by 
arrival of the French and other enemies 
e, granted to his beloved lieges, the men 
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Rainham Hall. 
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The ‘‘ World’s End”’ Inn, 
near Tilbury Fort. 


of the town of East Tilbury, permission to 
fortily the said town by means of a sea- 
wall of earth works so that our enemies sail- 
ing before the said town, when they shall 
have knowledge of the said fortifications, 
may henceforth more fear and avoid enter- 
ing these waters of the Thames in war-like 
manner.” 

Fragmentary remains have been found 
here of a Romano-British settlement of the 
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first and second centuries a.D., consisting of 
circular huts constructed of pointed stakes 
arranged circular wise, as a framework for 
wattle filling, with rings of stones outside. 
Near by, considerable remains of pottery 
showing strongly marked late Celtic influ- 
ence indicate that it was probably a trading 
centre of some importance. The church of 
St. Margaret (now St. Katherine) is said to 
have been partly damaged by. the Dutch 
when they sailed up the river in 1667. Here 
is an old nucleus which should be safeguarded 
in the development of industry, and a fore- 
shore outlet preserved. 

Now that a Regional Plan has been pre- 
pared for South Essex, in which the future 
lines of development of industry, housing, 
roads, and open spaces are mapped out, the 
preservation of old riverside features and of 
foreshore access will be brought into promi- 
nence, and it is to be hoped that its sugges- 
tions in this connection, as well as those 
supplementing it as part of the Greater 
London Regional Plan, may form part of far- 
seeing legislation and administration to safe- 
guard the amenities of this region bordering 
the great river, whose future is of such vital 
industrial import in the outward spread of 
the great city.

LX.—THE HEIGHT OF ROOMS 


Sir,—I must compliment ‘ Positive’’ upon 
his very able reply, because when a debater 
really has to stop and consider whether he 
is beaten or not, the foeman is obviously 
worthy of his steel. However, one has only 
to read his reply twice to see that though 
his foil flickers in and out with remarkable 
agility, the end is safely buttoned.

He has assumed 
that I claim the 8 ft. room as satisfactory, 
and that therefore the 7 ft. 6 in. room can 
only be so slightly unsatisfactory as not 
to matter. This is not the case. I have 
said that the 8ft. restriction errs on the 
side of leniency in the sense that it 1s so 
near the border-line as to make another 
6-in. drop a serious move. You must arrive 
at the last straw some time. ** Positive ”’ 
adroitly ignores my question why it should 
be necessary to vary the height between 
living and sleeping rooms, and I do not 
blame him. But I claim a touch. 

So far as my algebraic figures go, I can 
only say, let x equal the last straw. and 
‘* Positive’? need make no more calculations 
in proportionate heights. 

I have no cottage clients sufficiently 
opulent to pay £30 for air space, but plenty 
who would pay the real figure for a breath 
of fresh air. Apparently ‘‘ Positive’s”’ 
clients will pay more than this for windows 
that fit, whereas in this poverty-stricken area 
we can only afford standard steel casements 
with a perfect metal-to-metal contact. But 
possibly these do not suit “* Positive’s”’ ele- 
vations ! NEGATIVE. 


Sir,—‘‘ Positive ’’ succeeded in getting the 
thin end of the wedge into the “ shorter 
houses ’’ campaign when the model by-laws 
were relaxed from 8 ft. 6 in. to 8 ft. Now 
he wants another 6 in., and when that has 
been granted he will want still another, 
until the cottage householder ultimately has 
to crawl home on hands and knees. 
ComMon SENSE. 


Sim,—Might this debate be called ‘ much 
ado about 6 in.”’ ? There seems very little 
reason why 8 ft. should be commonly 


accepted and 7ft. 6in. call forth such 
heated protests from ‘‘ Negative.” Surely 
every penny we can save from the cost of 
working-class houses means one step nearer 
to the economic cottage, which still remains 
the vain quest of post-war architecture.

“ South Africa House,” W.C. 
of the High issioner for the Govern- 
ment of South Africa) is now completed. It 
has three , one facing Duncannon- 
street, one the Strand, with the principal 
facade toward Trafalgar-square, where the 
main entrance is sitaated.

THE SOCIETY OF ENGINEERS 
(INCORPORATED). 
‘‘The Modern Cinema.’’ 

A paper on “‘ The Modern Cinema ’’ was 
read before this Society by Messrs. R. C. 
Hall, M.S.E., A.M.LC.E., A.M.LE.E., and 
L. Hough on April 3. The first part dis- 
cussed such questions as the — of the 
cinema, the means of ascertaining the most 
suitable seating capacity, style of building 
and prices of admission conformable with the 
district around. Methods of lighting, heat- 
ing and ventilating were considered and the 
various systems were compared. The ques- 
tion of fire risk was touched upon, and the 
best means of dealing with an emergency 
suggested. The construction of the building, 
particularly with reference to sound repro- 
duction, was gone into. 

The second part dealt with the actual 
sound-reproducing equipment. A key plan 
of the equipment lay-out was given, and the 
various parts were taken in order and de- 
scribed. The projectors, lamps, wiring, am- 
plifier, loudspeakers, screen and other parts 
were fully discussed and illustrations given 
of the more important details. Diagrams 
were given of the light system for sound-on- 
film reproduction, also particulars of the re- 
production from sound on disc; the internal 
wiring of a typical 12}-watt amplifier was 
shown, and the speech was traced right from 
the dise or film through the reproducing 
intermediate apparatus to the loudspeakers, 
where it appears as actual sound.

THE COLLEGE OF ESTATE 
MANAGEMENT. 
Evidence in Arbitrations. 

In a recent lecture at the College of 
Estate Management, Mr. W. T. Creswell, 
K.C., dealt with the evidence, in arbitra- 
tions. Direct evidence, he said, sometimes 
called the best evidence, was that which was 
usually given orally by someone as to what 
he could personally testify as an eye-witness 
to established facts. Circumstantial evidence 
was that which was collected from contiguous 
circumstances, with the object of establishing 
an assumption regarding a fact. Hearsay 
evidence was second-hand evidence derived 
from some other person. What was called 
real evidence was obtained by actually view- 
ing the property in dispute. 

The onus of proof was upon the person mak- 
ing the claim or the counterclaim, as the case 
might be. As a rule, the claimant started off 
and opened the case. It was the duty of 
counsel to let the lay arbitrator know more or 
less on what he was relying, especially if some 
point of law was involved. The courts did not 
expect an arbitration to be quite on the same 
lines as a court of justice, but they did expect 
some sort of judicial inquiry, and that the 
arbitrator should act judicially. The arbitra- 
tor had to be judge and jury in one; he had 
to try the case as regards facts, and he might 
have to decide points of law. 

The lecturer detailed the procedure in exam- 
ination-in-chief, cross-examination and re- 
examination, and said that when there was an 
expert witness in the box it was not only a 
question of his book knowledge, but of his 
experience and practical ‘mewtodes Some- 
times when an expert witness was put up on 
the other side, it was best not to cross-examine 
him at all, if his knowledge was only theo- 
retical and not founded on practical experi- 
ence, but to let it go for what it evidently 
was. Sometimes the expert evidence given 
on the other side had assisted his case more 
than the expert evidence given on his own. 


DESIGN AND INDUSTRIES 
ASSOCIATION. 


Architecture and Town Planning. 


Mr. E. Maxwell Fry, A.R.LB.A., delivered 
a lecture on modern architecture and town- 
planning to a meeting called by the Design 
and Industries Association in the Manchester 
Central Art Gallery. Councillor A. P. Simon, 
chairman of the Art Gallery Committee, was 
in the chair. 

In giving a preliminary definition of modern 
architecture, Mr. Maxwell Fry rejected the 
view that it had a direct growth out of tra- 
dition, and said that it was the product of 
three influences of the past hundred years : 
chiefly the revolt against the industrial sys- 
tem, the gradual disintegration of traditional 
English architecture, and the growth of engi- 
neering. Towns were growing during that 
period by unplanned accretions of individual 
enterprises, and the movement of revolt re- 
cognised first that bad conditions of hygiene 
and sanitation ~~ “ong money @ condi- 
tion of general plague. arious laws were 
snandideted in the Health Act of 1875, which 
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was a real charter for the communal control 
of building. But its provisions were purely 
restrictive, and produced housing which, 
oe ienic, killed painlessly through 
‘ e garden city plan differed by 
being the product of an idea, though he be- 
lieved it a mistaken one. It offe 
gested town-dweller a cottage on a small plot 
of land, sufficiently removed from contagion. 
But, as an example, in laying down Wythen- 
shawe, was Manchester prepared to leave the 
urban core? What did Manchester propose 
to do about the city as a whole’ If complete 
stagnation was not to overtake her there must 
be clearance and replanning within the next 
fifty years. A bad thing could not be allowed 
to look after itself. But what could town- 
planning with a garden city bias offer for the 
solution of Manchester's problem ? 
Turning to the question of the various 
schools of design practised during the last 
century, the lecturer said that the late 
Georgian architecture had seemed to offer a 
solution of the building problem, but it had 
been swept away by material expansions. The 
Gothic revival he attributed to the romantic 
spirit seeking an escape from machinery and 
factories. This was quite unable to provide 
for modern needs. ‘The much saner Renais- 
sance revival was too much the architecture 
of gentlemanly scholarship to grapple ade 
quately with the needs of a democratised civi- 
lisation. Its attempts to satisfy commerce, 
industry, and entertainment were noticeable 
failures. It covered steel framework with 
stone according to dead styles, and made 
masonry stand on walls of glass. During 
these attempts, it was unfortunately true that 
architects, unable to cast off a deeply in- 
grained wsthetic, had to watch their province 
eaten into by engineers, public officials, —. 
fitters, and decorators. The engineers cou d 
provide the Menai Tubular Bridge, the Cry- 
stal Palace, the Eiffel Tower, the forth 
Bridge; they were given all the work involv- 
ing cheapness, lightness, and daring, and the 
diseovery of reinforced concrete was the last 
nail in the coffin of conservatism in architec- 
ture. Modern Architecture was but the con- 
scious employment of these new materials 
which industry had given us. To the archi- 
tect labouring in a hopeless and abortive re- 
vivalism the realisation that all structure was 
architecture must come like a release from 
slavery. It provided a new creative force 
ready to deliver us from the — that 
surrounded us. It would do this first by lead- 
ing us to the heart of the greatest problem— 
the towns. Garden city planning ran away 
from the problem. If town-planning became 
infused with the will to create on the basis 
of structure and social service, and would 
again confront the problem of urbanism, then 
Manchester and other cities could be re- 
created on a new model. 


A Liverpool Branch Formed. 

At a meeting at Bluecoat Chambers, Liver- 
pool, presided over by Mr. H. P. Huggill. 
principal of the School of Art, it was decided 
to form a branch of the Design and Industries 
Association. Mr. E. Maxwell Fry, A.R.1.B.A., 
addressed the meeting on the aims and work 
of the D.L.A., which was founded to promote 
a better standard of design in the products 
of British industry. The Association, he said, 
had a terrific task, not alone in looking after 
the small things, but in influencing the intel- 
ligent public to a greater appreciation of the 
position and as to what action was proper to 
be taken to bring about a better state of 
things. Mr. H. Hinchliffe Davis, Professor 
Budden, Professor Reilly, Mr. David Webster, 
and others spoke in support of the movement. 
and a provisional committee was appointed to 
deal with the preliminaries incidental to the 
formation of a centre in Liverpool. 


THE CHARTERED SURVEYORS’

Cuancery Divison. 
Before Mr. Justice MavGcHam. 


ANCIENT LIGHT DISPUTE. 
Smith v. Evangelization Society Incorporated 
Trust and Denyer. 


Tus was an action by the owner of No. 8, 
Mint-walk, Croydon, against the owners and 
the Superintendent of the adjoining Mission 
Hall for a declaration that the 5 Fre vases 
were not entitled to erect a corrugated iron 
screen obstructing the access of light and air 
to which the plaintiff had a prescriptive right 
to her first floor window, fo for a mandatory 
order directing the defendants to remove the 
alleged obstruction. 


Defendants contended that as as much light 
came to the room through another window 
(with respect to which the plaintiff had no 
perpetual right to light) the Court could not 
find that the plaintiff's ancient light had 
been ‘‘ sensibly interfered with,’’ and that 
plaintiff had dantwed herself of light by 
reconstructing the roof of the room and block- 
ing out the two skylights which had existed. 


Mr. G. A. Slade appeared for the plaintiff, 
and Mr. J. W. M. Holmes for the defendants. 


Mr. C. H. Ridge, architect and surveyor, of 
Croydon, and Mr. Percy Waldram, architect 
and surveyor and daylight illumination expert, 
gave evidence for the plaintiff, and Mr. Frank 
Windsor, architect and surveyor, of Croydon, 
for the defendants. 

In giving judgment, his lordship said no 
evidence had been given on the question of 
air, and the case was therefore limited to the 
usual remedy in the case of an infringement 
of the easement of light There was no 
doubt that the light had been entirely blocked 
vut by the erection of the screen. The diffi- 
eulty was that the light in question was not 
now in all ge tages in the position in which 
it existed at the beginning of the period of 
prescription in 1912 or 1913. In 1924 altera- 
tions were made, and the two skylights which 
had existed in the old roof extending from 
eaves to eaves and nearly over the whole of 
the roof were removed and the window in 
the east wall was enlarged. There was no 
question at all that if lights of a similar 
character to the old skylights had been placed 
in the modern roof of that room there would 
be no nuisance in which the phrase was used 
in considering the case of an infringement of 
light. He had been asked by counsel for the 
plaintiff to disregard the skylights on the 
ground that a vertical light was not so good 
as that coming from a lower window. He did 
not think he was entitled to take that view, 
and to disregard the skylights which had 
afforded an admirable light to the room for so 
long a period during the necessary time of 
prescription. Looking at the case as a whole 
and considering that it was a small room with 
a good window light from the west, he did 
not think that a jury could come to the con- 
clusion that the room was uncomfortable for 
the ordinary purpose of mankind. He dis- 
missed the action. 


_It was stated by counsel that this was the 
first case concerning skylights to be decided 
by the Court.

ACTION AGAINST BUILDERS. 
Kelly ». Vian and Others. 


In this case, Miss Edith Kelly, of Denmark- 
road, Kilburn, N.W., claimed against the de- 
fendants, Mr. William John Vian, the tenant 
of “The Brondesbury Arms,” Canterbury- 
road, Kilburn, N.W, ; Messrs. Watney, Combe, 
Reid & Co., Ltd., the landlords, and Messrs. 
F. Troy & Co., Ltd., builders, decorators and 
contractors, of Cannon-street, E.C.. and 
Finchley-road, N.W., to recover damages for 
personal injuries she sustained on May 2, 
1931, by a piece of cornice falling on her head,

The sole question in the case was as to 
which of the three sets of defendants was 
liable for the accident, the premises at the 
time being in course of reconstruction by 
Messrs. Troy and Co. at a cost of over £4,006, 

Mr. Vian pleaded a denial that he was 
liable for the accident inasmuch as at the time 
he was not in effective and exclusive oceupa- 
tion of the premises, which were under the 
control of the brewers, Messrs. Watney 
Combe and Reid. : 

Messrs. Watney pleaded that they were 
protected under the agreement with the build. 
ers, Messrs. Troy and Co., and they denied 
any negligence or liability. : 

Messrs. Troy and Co. also pleaded a denial 
of negligence or liability. 

At the conclusion of the evidence, the jury 
found that the accident was caused by work 
done by Messrs. Troy and Co., as a result of 
instructions from Messrs. Watney, and that 
the work involved danger of the cornice fall- 
ing unless special precautions were adopted, 
but that the builders were precludéd from 
taking any special precautions owing to the 
instructions of Messrs. Watney. 

After hearing legal arguments upon the 
effect of the findings of the jury, Mr. Justice 
Talbot held that all the defendants were 
liable, and gave judgment for the plaintiff 
against them for the agreed sum of £80 and 
costs. He said he did not then decide what 
— each set of defendants had against the 
other. 

His lordship granted a stay of execution 
for 14 days, pending an appeal! on terms.

Lindsey v. Carter and Aynsley, Ltd., and the 
London Co-operative Society. 

Tuts was the retrial of an action brought 
by Mrs. M. M. Lindsey, the widow of 
Alfred Lindsey, to recover damages for the 
death of her husband and which she alleged 
was due to the negligence of one or other 
of the defendants, Messrs. Carter & Aynsley, 
Ltd., builders, of Middlesex-street, London, 
E., and the London Co-operative Society, of 
Union-road, Leytonstone, London, E. 

The question in the case was solely as to 
which of the defendants was liable for the

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WORKMEN'S 
COMPENSATION 


THE ACT AS A DEFENCE TO COMMON 
LAW PROCEEDINGS FOR INJURIES. 


We call attention to the decision of 
the Court of A in the recent case, 
Rudd v. Elder, Dempster and Co. ( Weekly 
Notez, January 7), as it appears to 
raise a new point im connection with 
Section 29 (1) of the Workmen's 
Compensation Act and actions for injuries 
at commoa law. The point deci has 
already raised difficult questions in a subse- 
quent case, Wheeler v. New Merton Board 
Mills (Weekly Notes, March 11), but 
neither case is at present fully reported, and 
we hope to consider the two cases together 
im our “‘ Notes on Current Cases ”’ in an early 
issue, when full reports have appeared in the 
‘* Law Reports.” 

The action was brought by a dock labourer 
at common law against his employers, ship- 
owners, for injuries sustained by him in the 
loading of iron girders into the hold of the 
vessel, where he waa working, by certain 
girders having fallen from the sling, and there 
were allegations that a rope used in breach 
of a soitalian under the Dock Regulations, 
1925, was not of suitable quality and not 
free from patent defects, and that the lifting 
apparatus was loaded beyond the safe work- 
ing load. Further, there was an allegation 
that the rope broke from the girders being 
kept suspended for some period whilst the 
winch was running, an unsafe system. The 
jury answered questions upon which judg- 
ment was entered for the plaintiff. The 
defence was that there had been no 
negligeace or breach of statutory duty on the 
defendants’ part, and if the plaintiff's injuries 
were due to any negligence or breach of 
statutory duty it was that of his fellow- 
servants in common employment with him. 

The Court of na Rg held that there was 
no evidence on which the jury could find that 
the system of leaving the details of working 
in loading to the ‘Gearetion of the experi- 
enced men employed was dangerous or 
unsafe ; if the system included the suspension 
of the load, there was no evidence it was 
negligently sanctioned by the defendants or 
any person who could be said to represent 
them. There was no evidence to support the 
finding that the rope was not of suitable 
quality, and if there was a patent defect, it 
was clear that no one representing the 
defendants, in the sense that his knowledge 
was their knowledg:, knew of it. Nor was 
there any evidence that the defendants knew 
that the load actually being lowered was 
unsafe. Thus, there being no rsonal 
negligence or wilful act of the defendants or 
of anyone in their service, for example a 
managing director or general manager, whose 
“negligence or wilful act ’’ could be treated 
as their act, Section 29 (1) of the Workmen's 
Compensation Act operated to relieve the 
defendants from civil liability at common law 
for injury sustained by one of their workmen 
the result of an poy ie arising out of and 
in the course of his employment. 

Section 29 (1) has generally been regarded 
as merely giving the workman the option of 
proceeding either independently of the Act, 
or of claiming compensation under the Act. 
The sub-section is as follows: ‘‘ When the 
injury was caused by the personal negligence 
or wilful act of the employer or of some 
person for whose act or default the employer 
1s responsible, nothing in this Act shall affect 
any civil liability of the employer, but in 
that case tho workman may, at his option, 
either claim compensation under this Act, or 
take proceedings independently of this Act; 
but the employer shall not be liable to pay 
compensation for injury to a workman by 
accident arising out of and in the course of 
the employment, both independently of and 
also under this Act, and shall not be liable 
to any proceedings independently of this Act 
except in case of such persona] negligence or 
wilful act as aforesaid.’’ The present decision 
turns upon the concluding words in this sub- 
section coupled with the words “‘ or of some 
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person for whose act or default the employer 
is responsible ”’ in the early part of the sub- 
section. As regards these latter words, in our 
Legal Section for August 26, we considcred in 
detail the effect of the doctrine of common 
employment on the personal liability of em- 
ployers in common law actions as to defects 
in plant, etc., and the present case applies 
the doctrine of common employment; but it 
may be asked, If common employment is a 
good defence by itself, how does it become 
necessary to consider the operation of section 
29 (1) of the Workmen’s Compensation Act? 
‘The answer to this appears to be that in this 
case a breach of a statutory regulation was 
alleged, and if the employers had failed te 
comply with a statutory obligation then the 
defence of comnion employment would not be 
available. Possibly on the findings of the 
Court of Appeal it might have been available, 
had the facts been so found originally by the 
jury, but the judgment makes this point 
clear that to fix responsibility on the em- 
ployer for a breach of a statutory obliga- 
tion nal responsibility must be proved, 
and for this the neglect or wilful act of a 
person not ye grag him, but merely in

Domestic Hot Water. 

Sm,—A domestic hot-water system has 
never given complete satisfaction since it was 
installed, and a plumber has advised me that 
the boiler is not big enough for the cylinder. 
The latter is 50-gallon size and the boiler 
is a back boiler to the range. The points 
to be served are a sink, bath and three lava- 
tory basins. He advised me to have a new 
independent boiler fixed, and it appears that 
the cost is likely to mount up to between 
£20 and £30. I should be glad of advice as 
tv any cheaper method of overcoming the 
difficulty. At present the water never gets 
more than just warm unless the fire is driven 
very hard Property OWNER.

The Rent Bill. 

Slow progress has been made as the result 
of two days’ debate in Committee on the 
Rent and Mortgage Interest Restrictions

operation on September 29, 1933, in England, 
and November 29, 1933, in Scotland.

MINOR PROBLEMS OF CONSTRUCTION AND REPAIR—XV 


By A BUILDING SURVEYOR. 


HEATING AND VENTILATING FLUES. 


Tue diagrams reproduced below are rough 
._ketches intended to illustrate principles rather 
than finished fittings. Diagrams I to IV 
deal with bafflers as applied to bath geysers, 
and illustrate some of the points mentioned 
last week. The baffler, however, is such an 
in-portant fitting that it may be helpful to 
give some further consideration to it, for the 
success of the geyser is largely dependent on 
the baffler, though the importance of provid- 
ing a terminal of good type must not be over- 
looked. A baffler does not prevent down 
draught, but it alleviates the worst effects of 
both down blow and static pressure; and in 
view of the great difficulty of eliminating 
these troubles, the provision of a baffler to 
a geyser flue must be regarded as essential. 

When conditions are not adverse the baffler 
serves a further useful purpose, as, when 
fitted in a bathroom, it serves to ventilate it 
and to carry away steam. Gas yields water 
vapour as one of the products of combustion, 
and the heated gases also withdraw water 
vapour from the air. Thus, even during the 
time that the flue is discharging at a higher 
temperature than the outside air, condensation 
will take place in the flue, for the gases cool 
as they travel, and give off water vapour. 
This. as was mentioned in a previous article 
( Condensation Troubles ’’), has led some 
manufacturers of gas fittings to recommend the 
use of asbestic-cement for flue pipes in pre- 
ference to iron. When the geyser is shut 
down a considerable amount of condensation 
takes place, for the warm air of the bathroom 
will carry with it large quantities of water 
vapour into the flues, and in some positions 
the flues are liable to be cooled very rapidly. 
To meet this, manufacturers provide geysers 
with channels or grooves for the collection and 
disposal of the condensed moisture, and re- 
commend that it be carried away by means 
of a snitable waste pipe. Frequently the re- 
commendation is overlooked or ignored, with 
the result that constant dripping stains and 
injures the enamel of the path It is not 
ilways easy to arrange for the discharge con- 
nection of this waste pipe to be at the right 
side of @ bath trap, and it may, therefore, be 
necessary to trap this waste, though there is 
some risk of its being syphoned by the pull 
brought to bear when the bath is emptied. 
\s, however, condensation will continue to 
collect for some time afterwards, the seal is 
likely to be restored. A neat 7 may be 
made with a copper waste pipe of, say, % in.

Theoretically, 
‘ 18 claimed, the greater the velocity of the 
ind beating against the wall in which this 
phiance is fixed, the greater will be the 
‘daction of pressure in the flue pipe, so that 
e gases, instead of being driven back, are 
led by suction. The same principle has 
cen applied with some success to some types 
| extract ventilators. Trouble, however, is 
<ely to be set up by static pressure, and 
“ere eireumstances permit, it is better to 
rry up the flue to above the ridge, and if a 
pe flue is used, terminate with as much pro- 
‘ion as possible. A good type of termiral 


is shown in diagram X, and there are several 
others of equal merit. 

Gas fires are sometimes substituted for 
coal fires in order to get over the 
worst troubles of a smoky chimney. When 
this is the case it is necessary to fit a baffler 
and to endeavour to improve the top outlet. 
It 1s not difficult to add a baffler to old flues. 
provided the old fireplace is cleared out, and 
the opening is reformed to accommodate the 
new apparatus. A gas fire does not require 
so large a flue as a coal fire, and, generally 
speaking, a pipe flue of four inches internal 
diameter would be ample. When the installa- 
tion of gas fires is carried out as part of a 
scheme of alterations and extensions to an 
existing building, advantage may be taken of 
the opportunity to improve the ventilation and 
so lessen the draughts. If the flues are 14 in. 
by 9 in., this size will accommodate two of 
the purpose-made blocks that are used for 
forming gas flues in new work, or, alterna- 
tively, two fireclay, stoneware, or concrete 
tubes, or any combination of these. Each gas 
fire should have a separate flue, but it is not 
essential that every room should have a 
separate ventilating flue; two rooms that ad- 
join may well veutilate into one flue. In no 
case should either gas or ventilating flue com- 
municate with the cavity if on an outside wall 
of cavity construction. 

One of the advantages of gas fires is that 
in new buildings it is not necessary to build 
chimney breasts to accommodate them, for 
with special blocks they can be contained 
within the thickness of a half-brick wall. A 
disadvantage is that, should it be desired to 
substitute a coal-burning fire, this cannot be 
done without building new flues. 

These blocks can be used to great advantage 
for forming both inlet and outlet ventilators 
within the thickness of the walls of a house, 
and it is rather surprising that much more use 
is not made of them in this direction. With 
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hollow floors aud hollew bricks or blocks for 
inner walls, there is no lack of opportunity 
for providing means of efficient ventilation 
without making use of conspicuous us, 
and by a good distribution of the i and 
outlets draughts could be better avoided. 

It is a mistake to Wr age because gas 


flues and flues to ven do not become 
thickly coated with soot that they do not need 
cleaning out. Gas. flues do receive a coating 
each time anything unbalances the burners 
and interferes with complete combustion. Such 
interference may arise out of what appear to 
be quite trivial occurrences, such as the sudden 
slamming of a door or a temporary draught. 
This may be demonstrated by the fact that 
a certain amount of sooty matter may be col- 
lected from the bars of a gas cooker where 
they have not been in actual contact with 
the flames. Some means of easy access is 
required to all flues, including ventilating 
flues. Inlet ventilators can be m fly-proof 
by providing them with a finely-woven inner 
sheet of wire gauze, and this will lessen the 
number of insects that survive the winter by 
lying up in hollow floors. 

For many years inventors and others have 
endeavoured to add to the comfort of buildings 
by warming the incoming air immediately on 
entry, but except in regard to placing inlet 
ventiJators behind radiators these methods 
have not found much favour in connection 
with small houses. Nearly all small houses 
would be much improved were some heating 
appliance fitted in the hall or staircase cor- 
ridor for occasional use, and, as with a gas 
stove, the flue may be carried within the 
thickness of a half-brick wall, such a provision 
would add little to initial cost. With a venti- 
lating ridge tile there is no very strong reason 
why this flue should not disthands into the 
roof space, though it would hardly do to dis- 
charge a number of flues in this manner. At 
the same time, this space would be capable 
of being so used were all the flues there 
gathered into a suitably designed compart- 
ment and the products of combustion dis- 
charged to the open air through one shaft. 
In course of time the house, so far as heating 
and ventilation are concerned, will probably 
come to be regarded as a single unit and not 
as a number of cells each requiring separate 
treatment.

HOUSING ACT, 1930: PART | 


A Circular (No. 1331, H.M. Stationery 
Office, price 1d.) has been issued to Housing 
Authorities by the Ministry of Health. The 
Circular states that ‘‘ His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment have given very sound consideration 
to a matter that deeply and urgently con- 
cerns social welfare, the clearance of slums 
and tne improvement of bad housing condi- 
tions. In the view of His Majesty’s Goverp- 
ment, the present rate at which the slums 
are being dealt with i: too slow, and they 
took for a concerted effort between the cen- 
tral government and the local authorities 
immediately concerned to ensure a speedier 
end to the evil, and an end within a limited 
time. His Majesty’s Government are further 
of opinion that present conditions are favour- 
able to the success of a vigorous campaign 
of slum clearance. . . . Experience has shown 
that reliance for a solution cannot be: placed 
upon indirect influences, such as a ‘ filtering 
up’ into new accommodation. In the opinion 
of the Minister, to make sure that the evil 
shall be remedied, it is necessary to concen- 
trate upon direct action, to fix a limited 
time for the work, and to prepare a time- 
table for its progress and completion within 
the time limited. The time-table must, 
of course. be based upon a complete appre- 
ciation of the whole extent of the problem 
in the area concerned.’’ Local authorities 
are requested (a) to prepare and adopt a 
programme, the components of which should 
be—(1) a list of clearance areas, (2) a list 
of the areas where reconditioning is neces- 
sary, (3) a time-table for clearance or im- 
provement, and (4) a time-table of rehous- 
ing co-ordinated with the displacements: 
and (b) to make an immediate beginning 
with the programme by the declaration as 
clearance or improvement areas of such areas 
as can be a oe with, and by 
making the necessary ers. aay 

The cieetler continues.—“ The Minister 
will be glad to receive, not later im any 
event than September 30 next, a copy of 
the programme adopted by the loca 
authority. He hopes that many programmes 
may be available substantially sooner. The 
programmes should, so far as practicable, be 
drawn on the basis of clearing all areas that 
require clearance not later than 1938. . . 
The present rate of Exchequer subsidy under 
the Housing Act, 1930, has been maintainea 
at its present level as an inducement to 
local authorities to undertake without delay 
the greatest possible amount of slum o 
ance and improvement work. . . . — 
the local authority find any difficulty, tech- 
nically or otherwise, in action under the 
Act, or in the preparation of the programmes 
ro _ the Minister will place the services 
of his staff (which is beimg augmented : 
meet the need for wider and more a 
action) at their disposal. The rate _— - 
sidy under the Housing Act, 1930, is . 
per person displaced annually, plus an annua 
contribution from local rates of £3 15s. per 
house, both payable for forty years.
